Board wants suit 
on recall dropped 


By HENRY ( ANTIN 

The Huron Township School District's Board of Education 
initiated action with the Michigan Court of Appeals Monday 
to uphold a decision of the school ' district’s voters recalling 
three school board members. 

A motion to dismiss a Wayne County Circuit Court unit 
seeking to halt the results of the recall election held March 29 
was filed by the law firm of Miller. Canfield, Paddock and 
Stone of Lansing, attorneys for the Huron School Board. 

The three school board members recalled by the electorate 
by decisive margins are Mrs. Howard (Mildred) Bennett, 

28111 Brandes, Flat Hock: Mrs. Erma Palmiter, 51, of 32150 
Prescott. Romulus; and Harry Hartsuff. 45 of 21850 Bell Rd., 

New Boston. 

The votes were certified by the school district’s Board of 
Canvassers at 10:51 p.m. election night. 

UrrvS. Davidow. Detroit attorney representing the trio, 
filed the Wayne Circuit Court suit prior to the recall election 
day He requested in order to show cause why the recall 
election should not be stopped. 

Judge Edward S. Piggins refused to sign the order and 
permitted the recall election to proceed having in mind the 
expense the township had incurred in setting up the election. 

He told the attorneys that he would hear arguments on the 
case if the school board members wanted to challenge the 
legality of the election after it was over. 

The suit contended that the school board had failed to give

proper notice of the special election as required by state 
school law. They cited that the law requiring a 35-day notice 
after the recall petition were validated by township officials 
on Feb. 5. 1971. 

The school board secretary Mrs. Jean Richert stated that 
lhe school board followed legal instructions of the Michigan 
attorney general's office and school board attorneys and 
further that provisions of the State Constitution supersede 
the si ate school law cited as a basis for the suit. 

Judge Piggins, on March 31, issued a temporary injunction 
prohibiting the school board from certifying the election 
results, interfering with the trio’s duties as board members 
or attempting to fill any claimed vacancies on the board. 

The court's order, by Carl Rush, school board president, it 
was reported came after the board of canvassers had already 
certified the election results. 

Judge Piggins had set April 23 as a show cause hearing day 
on the injunction. 

school hoard attorneys reported to the court last Friday 
that it could not wait until April for a court ruling and filed 
a motion to dismiss the court suit. A hearing is now scheduled 
for Thursday.

Site plans for the initial 
phase of the new Carpenter’s 
Industrial Clinic have been 
filed with the Romulus 
Building Department. 

The plans are being studied 
by Romulus’ Industrial 
Coordinator Charles W. Hazen 
and Electrical Inspector 
Clayton W. Meldrum, prior to 
the issuance of a building 
permit. 


Dr. Carpenter has been 
evicted by Wayne County 
Circuit Court order from his 
present industrial clinic, 
located at Michigan Ave. and 
Second St., Wayne. 

The City of Wayne instituted 
the court suit to regain Dr. 
Carpenter’s property 
because of ‘ faihire" to live up 
to an Urban Renewal contract 
on his land. 

Dr. Carpenter purchased an 
L-shaped parcel of land at the 
intersection during the summer 


of 1965 and began 
development of his two-story 
medical facility. 

Work on theclinic stopped in 
1968 with only one story 
completed. Dr. Carpenter has 
been occupying part of the 
building since. 

The new and first phase of 
the proposed Romulus 
industrial clinic will have 16 
rooms, x-ray rooms, 
treatment rooms and 
operating rooms as well as 
offices. This phase of the 
facility has an estimated 


construction cost of $50,00\ 
will operate seven days 
week, 24 hours a day.

The industrial clinic will 
service accident cases for 
industries, airlines and any 
other citizen. 

Architects for the building 
are Cuthbert and Cuthbert of 
Dearborn Heights.

Board protests assessments

The Board of Review for the 
City of Romulus has refused to 
accept, into* Romulus land 
reassessments submitted by 
the Wayne County Bureau of 
Taxation. 

The board of review voiced 
strong protests against land 
reappraisals in certain sections 
of the city, Harold L. Reiner, 
city assessor, disclosed 
Monday. 


Rhoads proclaims 
Easter Lily day 


The reassessed land 
valuations or appraisals were 
received by Reiner last week 
and immediately referred to 
the board of review, which has 
the authority under present 
statutes to make adjustments. 

A special session was held 
last Friday and the board 
announced that it will recheck 
the figures submitted by the 
county bureau of taxation. 

A complete study of the land 
reappraisals will be made for 
possible adjustment of "out- 
of-line" totals and supposedly 

higher-than-t rue-market- 
value, assessments, it was 
stated. 


True cash or market value 
reflects what the willing seller 
and the willing buyer agree to, 
Reiner stated. 

The 1971 land reassessed 
valuations show an increase of 
approximately $20 million 
over 1970 totals. 

In some instances the land 
reappraisals were hiked 4 to 5 
times previous valuations 
before applying the state 
equalization factor. 

City officials have already 
received protests from 
property owners in some 
sections of the city. 

A request for reassessment 


of Romulus land was made by 
the old township 

administration in 1970. 
Romulus became a city in 
May, 1959. 

Land assessments made in 
subdivisions are pretty much 
in line, Reiner reported. 

The majority of land 
valuation differences are in 
the area of acreage pieces now 
existing in the city. 

The county bureau of 
taxation’s land reassessment 
total is $31,175,260 as against 
$10,913,770 in 1970. 

The total includes Metro 
Airport land for leased 
building, Reiner staled.

Public hearing to consider 
designating poverty agency 


A public hearing will be held 
by a committee of the Wayne 
County Board of Com¬ 
missioners as a prelude to 
designating a community 
action agency to direct the 
anti-poverty program in 
Wayne County outside Detroit. 


The hearing will be con¬ 
ducted by the Commissioners’ 
Committee on Economic 
Opportunity at 2 p.m. Wed¬ 
nesday, April 21 in the City- 
County Building auditorium. 


One of the groups includes 
the seven mayors and the one 
township supervisor of eight 
f e d e r a 1 1 y-designated 
economic opportunity “target 
areas.” The localities are 
Ecorse, Hamtramck, 
Highland Park, Inkster, River 
Rouge, Romulus, Taylor and 
Sumpter Township. The group 
is called Communities United 
for Action.

The board of commissioners 
approved “in principle” the 
non-profit corporation concept 
at its April 1 meeting. 

Under the plan, the board 
will designate a non-profit 
corporation which, as stated 
by a committee report, 
“would be solely responsible 
for funds received and 
programs approved.” 


The corporation would be 
eligible for 75 per cent federal 
funding, with the 25 percent 
local share consisting of cash 
or staff services. 


The board of commissioners, 
which would have several of 
its members on the cor¬ 
poration board, would have 
the right to withdraw its 
designation at any time the 
board of commissioners felt 
the program was not 
operating effectivelv. 

Federal funding, amounting 
to $776,000 last year, for 
economic opportunity 
programs in the eight target 
areas was not renewed after it 
expired last Nov. 30 because 
the Chicago OEO considered 
the program “generally 
ineffective” as then headed by 
a citizens committee. 

The board of commissioners 
spent $40,000 to keep the 
program functioning through 
December while efforts were 
made to reverse the federal 
decision. Finally, eight neigh¬ 
borhood action centers were 
closed and some 90 employes 
were laid off. 


Huron budget jumps; 
officials get raises 


An operating budget of 
$238,000 and seven per cent 
salary increases for township 
officials were approved at the 
annual meeting of Huron 
Township’s electorate. 

The budget approved by the 
voters in attendance at the 
meeting is an increase of 
approximately $21,000 over 
the 1970-71 budget. 

The seven percent pay boost 
effective this Saturday hikes 
the township supervisor’s pay 
to $12,165, the township clerk’s 
to $9,108 and the township 
treasure’s to $6,018. The 
township trustees will split 
$9,630. 

In addition to salary raises, 
an allocation of $6,500 to hire 
an industrial development 
coordinator for the township 
was approved. 

The expense account of the 
supervisor will remain at 
$1,500. The expense accounts 


of the clerk and treasurer was 
doubled to $1,000 and $600 
respectively.

Romulus City Council will 
hold a public hearing at 7 
p.m., April 20, on the city’s 
new proposed Zonning Or¬ 
dinance.

Old story 
is always fresh 

Editor's note: The following is the final installment 
of a series of Lenten Sermons by area pastors and 
leading churchmen. This week's article was submitted 
by Re\. Don C rocker, pastor of the Zion Missionary 
Church of Belleville. 

It mav sound like the same old story again, .and it is. 

The story of Christ’s Resurrection is the old, old 
story that is ever new and fresh, because it throbs with 
the beat of Deity. 

Ml of heaven funneled itself into a sealed tomb in a 
Judean hill, and the world was shaken. “And, behold, 
there was a great earthquake: for the angel of the Lord 
descended from heaven, and came and rolled back the 
stone from the door and sat upon it.” A jealous Father 
had invaded the precincts of death to raise His only Son 
from among the dead. And so He is alive; Je$us Christ 
is risen! 

Then it is more than a story; it is one of the best 
established facts of history. 

The noted scholar, John A. Broadus, once said, “If 
we do not know that Jesus rose from the dead, we do not 
know anything historical whatever.” Alfred 
Edersheirri of Oxford University posed the statement 
that “The Resurrection of Christ may unhesitatingly 
be pronounced the best established fact in history.’ 
Another has said. “The Resurrection of Christ from the 
dead is the one most important item in the whole fund 
of human knowledge.” 

The \postle Paul wrote, “Christ died for our sins 
according to the scriptures and he was buried, and he 
rose again the third day ! . . he was seen of Cephas, 
then of the twelve: after that he was seen of about five 
hundred brethern at once...After that he was seen of 
James: Then of all the apostles. And last of all he was 
seen of me also.”

The insurrection is the keyway for the luanching of 
the Christian Church. It is the marrow of the boyd of 
Christian believers. 

The total structure of the Christian faith is based 
upon the Resurrection of Christ, No morning ever 
dawned like this one when the foundation of the 
Christian’s faith was firmly fixed forever. 


The Christian Church is composed , at its core, of 
men and women who have encountered Jesus Christ as 
a real and living presence. 

It is out of this experience, as well as in rel iance in the 
New Testament record, that Christians join on Easterin

Renewal head tells of plan 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The City 
of Romulus is soon to embark 
on its initial phase of the 
community’s Urban Renewal 
Program. The first phase 
involves 175 acres of land in 
the Wavne-Beverly Rds. area. 
The first of two informative 
articles on the total Urban 
Renewal Program for 
Romulus that involves ap¬ 
proximately 575 acres has 
been submitted by Urban 
Renewal Director George 
Wilhelm i. 

This article is an attempt to 
correlate all of the many 
facets of the Romulus Urban 
Renewal Program, and to 
place it in proper prospective 
in relationship to the future 
development of Romulus. 

As I mentioned in the past, 
the Urban Renewal Program 
of the community. It is one 
means by which a community 
can receive assistance, thru 
Federal Grants, to achieve a 
portion of its over-all goal. 

It is certainly not a perfect 
program. But, at the present 
time, until further Federal 
revenue Sharing Programs 
come along it is the only way a 
community can have some if 
its Federal Tax Money 
returned to it. Urban Renewal 
Monies can be used for the 


purpose of cleaning up the 
physical blight within the 
community. 

The major blighting in¬ 
fluences in the first 175 acres, 
which make up the first 
project, are; the absence of 
paved streets; sidewalks; 
adequate storm drainage; 
adequate recreation facilities; 
sub-standard housing, most of 
which is incapable of being 
brought up to adequate health 
and safety standards and 
substandard lots. These same 
conditions exist in other parts 
of the City of Romulus, and if 
the Community Renewal 
Program is carried out, will 
someday be proposed for the 
same type of renewal activity 
proposed for the Wayne- 
Beverly Area. 

Let us first look at some of 
the benefits the City, as a 
whole, will derive from the 
renewal of this area. All of the 
existing 20, 35 and 40 foot lots 
be built on. This is a real 
possibility. 

Both the City of Wayne and 
t he City of West land have been 
recently forced, by the courts, 
to issue permits for the 
building of minimum type 
housing on 40 foot lots, 
existing in their communities. 

Another benefit will be the 


development of a Master 
Storm Drain which should 
provide adequate storm 
drainage to the whole Wayne- 
Beverly Area. We are for¬ 
tunate in one respect that the 
Boice Drain, which is the main 
drain for the area, actually 
flows to the Rouge River and 
does not enter the Down River 
Drainage System. 

The streets will be paved, 
and sidewalks will be 
provided. This will assure that 
a maximum maintenance 
area, which it is now, will 
become a minimum main¬ 
tenance area. 

Adequate recreational 
facilities will be provided as 
part of the total project. This 
will relieve the City from 
having to depend on the 
goodwill of some developer to 
provide recreational space. 

It is important to remember 
that all of these improvements 
will someday have to be 
provided in this and other 
areas of the City, whether or 
not it is done with Urban 
Renewal Money or not. If the 
improvements to the area are 
made now, through the use of 
the Federal Grant, at a 
minimum cost to the City, it 
will release approximately $3 
million of future City Tax 
money to be used mother 
parts of the City. 4 *^* 


In fact, with the increased 
tax base which will be 
provided by this program, this 
section of the community will 
help to pay for the im¬ 
provements in the remainder 
of the City. 

One of the greatest benefits, 
to the City will be the increase 
of tax base. At the present 
time the 175 acres, of the first 
project, is assessed at ap¬ 
proximately $500,000. 

We anticipate ap¬ 
proximately $10 million of 
private development will take 
place. This will increase the 
tax base 10 fold, while at the 
same time decreasing the 
need for services to a 
minimum. 

The one negative aspect of 
the program, as it now stands, 
is the possibility of the City 
have to raise approximately 
$750,000 to cover a portion of 
this quarter share of the 
program. This possibility 
arose because of the defeat of 
the School Bond Issue for the 
construction of the new Junior 
High and expansion of the 
Beverly Elementary School. 

The Federal Government 
has assured us, in writing, 
that should these im¬ 


provements be started before 
the project is completed we 
would be able to claim them as 
Local Non-Cash Grants-In-Aid 
thus cancelling out any need 
for a cash contribution. Ad¬ 
ditional credits can also be 
approved during the life of the 
project. We are attempting 
to recover some lost credits 
on the sewer in the Area and 
we hope to be able to claim a 
portion of (he City Hall 
Complex.

PCHA committee asks 
for state investigation 


The Executive Committee 
of the People’s Community 
Hospital Authority sent a 
communication Monday to 
state Atty. Gen. Frank J. 
Kelley requesting 
investigation of the Board of 
Directors and the 
administration “at the 
earliest possible date.” 

The request grows out of a 
resolution adopted by the 
Ecorse City Council urging the 
attorney general to check out 
allegations put forth by 
Councilman Tracy E. 
Salisbury, who is also a 
member of t he PCHA Board of 
Directors. 

Salisbury savs he has proof, 
gathered over a period of 
more than a year, of conflicts 
of interest among board 
members and PCHA 

employes and other 

irregularities in the 
administration of the four 
PCHA hospitals, including 
Annapolis in Wayne. 

The Ecorse resolution 
charges, “pecuniary interest 
involvement,” “featherbedding and 
arrangements which “tend to 
cause and do cause the cost of 
health care to rise and 
utlimately and consequently 
cause the insurance rates to 
gn up because of their 
(members) inflationary 
tactics.” 

A major charge, included in 
the resolution, is that 90 per 
cent of the operating expenses 
of the hospital are not 
approved by board resolution 
by the Board of Directors, 
“leaving only incidental 
expenses for Central Office to 
be okayed 1 by the board, 
which is all contrary to the 
best interest of the patient and 
the taxpayer.” 

The Executive Committee 
of PCHA seems eager to get 
an investigation under way. In 
the letter to the attorney 
general, Board Chairman 
Donald J. Pizzimenti said, 
“We believe it would be in the 
best interest of all concerned 
that an early review be made 
in order to assure the officials 
of the City of Ecorse, and all 
other elected officials, as well 
as the citizens of the 23 
member communities, as to 
the continuing integrity of the 
Authority operations.” 

Concerning Salisbury’s 
comments about financial 
irresponsibility, Pizzimenti 
stated, “Actually, many of the 
regulations under which 
PCHA operates were worked 


out in past years in conjunction 
with the Slate Attorney 
General’s office.” 

He added. “Our independent 
auditing firm advises us that 
our controls on expenditure 
accounting, purchasing 
practices and general auditing 
procedures are much more 
restrictive than those in most 
comparable concerns. 

Pizzimenti claims that 
Salisbury is dealing 
“completely in generalities 
and fails to detail a single 
speoific irregularity.” He said 
this raised a serious question 
as to the Ecorse councilman’s 
motivies. 

Pizzimenti went on to say.r 
“As a member of the PCHA 
Executive Committee as well 
as the Finance Committee 
during the past year, Mr. 
Salisbury has played a very 
major role in all actions and 
decisions of the Authority. So 
in reality his charge of 
‘questionable practices’ might 
reasonably be construed as an 
indictment of his own 
stewardship.” 

When Salisbury brought up 
his charges at the last board 
meeting, the board passed a 
resolution directing him to 
submit evidence which he 
says he has in his possession.

Salisbury indicated he was 
eager to do so if the board 
would also resolve to protect 
him in litigation after he has 
substantiated his charges. The 
rest of the board members 
refused to do this. 

Pizzimenti sent a letter to 
Salisbury last week informing 
him that the Finance 
Committee would meet at his 
convenience to review 
whatever material he had to 
present. 

Salisbury’s main conflict-of- 
interest charges stem from a 
private billing corporation 
which was created by an 
employe of. Outer Drive 
Hospital in Lincoln Park. This 
^billing procedure reportedly 
has been discontinued. 

According to Ray G. Clift, 
public relations director of 
PCHA, the corporation was 
run entirely on private time 
and separate from hospital 
facilities. 

At three <>f the PCHA 
hospitals, physicians do their 


own billing for emergency 
care. The fourth, Annapolis, 
handles all billing services. 
There has been a great deal of 
controversy over which 
system is better. Outer Drive 
is now in the process of 
assuming the billing also. 

Salisbury apparently feels 
that a billing service run by an 
employe, utilizing his hospital 
contacts, should be considered 
a breach of interest. 

Clift says that both, PCHA 
attorniesand auditors, have 
assured administrators that 
conflict of interest is not 
necessarily the case.

He added that the board had no intention of filling the 
vacancies and “wouldn’t have denied anyone’s seat on the 
board (at thespecial meeting) if they wished it.” 

The trio, on advice* from their attorney, did not attend the 
meeting. 

Among additional charges on which the court injunction 
was sought are: 

Registered and qualified voters who wanted to vote 
against the recall were denied the right to do so upon various 
pretexts. 

The defendants used teachers for political purposes to 
advise students and parents of so-called inadequacies in the 
plaintiff’s performance as school board members. 

Unqualified persons entered areas confined to election 
officials, made copies of certain records and interfered with 
proper election procedure. 

Notice of a special meeting intended to interfere with the 
court’s announced intention to issue an injunction was served 
upon the plaintiffs before the election was concluded. 

The plantiffs will suffer immediate irreparable injury.

Should McLilley win in the Bakersfield 
competition, he will be eligible to compete in 
the world junior championships in Tokyo. 
The National Amateur Wrestling Federation 
would pick up that tab, however. 

It’s gratifying in these days of “everyone 
for himself” attitudes on the part of many 
people that the residents of Westland and 
friends of John Glenn i athletics would raise 
approximately $400 for so worthy a 
youngster. 

And we commend each and every one of you 
who gave so generously. 


Liberalized abortion legislation will be fought otq 
on the floor of the House as one of the hotter 
emotional issues in Michigan history. 

Leading opponents of abortion concede th* 
Senate-passed bill is too sizzling an issue to be 
strangled in committee. 

House Speaker William A. Ryan (D-Detroit) 
aruges that it shouldn’t be before the legislature 
until some basic decisions are made by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

The role of the woman seeking an abortion could 
conflict with the First Amendment right of privacy 
and the unborn child could be covered by the 14th 
the right to due process. 

Neither legal question has been plumbed to the 
point where a legislative body can act with 
precision and clarity, Ryan said 

“The right of an unborn child to protection of its 
life could be a 14th amendment right,” he added. “I 
think only recently has this relationship to this right 
began to be discussed. 

“I think the unborn child should be accorded some 


personal civil rights. But regardless of my personal 
viewpoint, I have to recognize that it is the function, 
duty and responsibility of the U.S. Supreme Court 
to interpret the bill of right. 

“Only the U.S. Supreme Court can with any 
finality and authority assert whether * or not an 
unborn child is in fact a person as specified in the 
14th amendment. 

“Only the court can determine whether an unborn 
Lnild is thus entitled to protection against the taking 
of his life without due process.” 

Ryan said he will try to figure a way to get a U.S. 
Supreme Court decision on the issue, using the 
argument of jurisdiction against it on the floor of the 
House. 

The power structure of the House opposes 
abortion, from the signs which appeared when the 
bill passed 20 to 17 by the Senate was sent to the 
committee on social services and corrections. 

At the start, the committee vote was computed as 
6 to 3 against. Later other backers of abortion said 


opposition wasdiminishing,and now even Ryan 
concedes it must come to the floor. 

He said he still considers the pro-con position of 
the House to be 50-50, if every member votes his own 
conscience. Ryan said he plans no caucus of the 
Democratic majority on the subject. 

But Ryan’s clout in the House as speaker does not 
always require caucuses. His footwork in sending 
the abortion bill to the House committee was a 
hallmark. 

Over the weeks to come, Ryan's position on 
abortion-opposed to the Senate bill in its present 
form-will become well known to lawmakers with 
their own bills to pass this year. 

Rep. David S. Holmes Jr. (D-Detroit), chairman 
of the social services and corrections committee, 
has embarked on a 10-city road trip to hold public 
hearings. 

The bill will hit the House floor in the first week of 
June under the tentative schedule, the debate will 
be long and fiery with a vote coming later in die 
month.

The Westland City Council has led you to believe that, when 
the street paving assessments are spread, the city is going to 
be generous enough to pick up the tab. Let’s stop and think 
about it a moment. 

If the city has all this money to pay your assessment as 
part of a so-called “charity program,” why don’t they save a 
lot of book work and simply contribute it all toward the 
original financing. Good Question. 

The answer i§ a simple fact. The city doesn’t have that kind 
of money. It’s another fact that the Board of Review cannot 
allow reduction of payment or abstention of payment on any 
special assessment. It’s another fact that the Board of 
Review-three members appointed by the mayor and advised 
by the city assessor-determines who is to receive a property 
assessment break and who is not to receive one. 

The City Council will not be there when you tell the Board of 
Review that you were promised a tax break. It’s another 
fact that when the Board of Review reduces someones 
property tax assessment, the city treasury has to make-up 
the difference and who do you suppose pays the funds that go 
into the city treasury?

Commissioners vote to seek 
millage to finance new jail 


Wayne County's Board of 
Commissioners has taken the 
first step toward asking the 
voters to approve millage to 
finance a new jail. 

Meeting as the Ways and 
Means Committee, the 
commissioners voted 
unanimously March 25 to put 
the wheels in motion. 

They approved a resolution 
requesting county lawyers to 
draft a ballot proposition for 
submission to the voters at the 
next special or general 
county-wide election. 

The next general election is 
scheduled for the fall of 1972. 
However, the State 
Legislature is considering a 
bill which would set an 
election for judges in Wayne 
County for next fall or the 
spring of 1972.

The resolution, introduced 
by Board Chairman Robert E. 
FitzPatrick. did not specify 
the amount of millage that 
might be sought. This would 
be determined by the board 
after it is decided what type 
and size of facility is needed. 
It is estimated that a 
maximum security jail for 
1,000 prisoners could cost 
about $20 million. 

The resolution states that 
“the need for additional 
county lax millage for county 
capital improvement 
programs has been deter¬ 
mined" and that “the first 
priority under the im¬ 
provement program (should) 
be, and it hereby is, to build a 
new county jail." 

Members of the board 
stressed that they consider 
use of DeHoCo as a temporary 
measure aimed at removing 
enough prisoners from the jail 
so that renovation of the 
building can begin. 

Eighteen mbnthsMago, thq 
Board of Commissioners 
appropriated $1.5 million for 


major renovations at the jail, 
but the work has been stalled 
because of the jail over¬ 
crowding. 

In other actions, the com¬ 
missioners approved a 
proposal by Commissioner 
Frederick Yates, of Detroit, 
urging that two per cent of 
federal income tax receipts go 
to the states instead of the 
federal government. 

Wayne County will seek to 
muster national support 
behind the proposal which 
would require an act of 
Congress in order to be ef¬ 
fected. 

Under the plan, two per cent 
of the federal income tax paid 
by individuals and cor¬ 


porations would go to states 
whose legislators voted to 
implement the plan. 

The net effect of the plan 
would be to shift two per cent 
of the federal income tax paid 
in a stale to the state and local 
governments, without in¬ 
creasing the amount paid by 
the taxpayers. 

Half the two per cent would 
go to the state, 25 per cent 
would go to the counties on a 
per capita basis. 

Wayne County officials will 
seek endorsement of the plan 
by the influential National 
Association of Counties at the 
association’s annual 
legislative conference to 
Washington next week.

4-H members expected to double 


Some4-million young people 
now participate in 4-H. And 
before the decade of the 70’s 
ends it’s estimated that 
membership will double to 
8-million, according to the 
figures projected by the 
Cooperative Extension Ser¬ 
vice which supervises 4-H. 

“Volunteer leadership 
requirements for such a 
greatly expanded 4-H 
program are awesome,” says 
Norman C. Mindrum, director 
of the National 4-H Service 
Committee. 

He feels, however, that 4-H 
itself may furnish much of its 
needed leadership. Mindrum 
notes that in 1970 there were 
150,042 young people active in 
the 4-H leadership program. 

These boys and girls, 
proficient in their own 4-H 
activities, assumed the 
responsibility of working with 
younger, less experienced 
members in various programs 
and projects. 

Often (heir work was per¬ 
formed with the guidance of 
adult local volunteer leaders, 
but just as often their work 
was with 4-H Clubs which they 
helped organize.

A vast collection of old prints, two modern art exhibits and 
the latest in home furnishings and women’s fashions will be 
featured during ART 4 beginning today at Hudson’s 
downtown store. 

The event will include: 

The official opening of the Old Print Shop containing what 
is believed to be the largest private collection of old prints in 
this country. 

Eighteen works by Richard Anuszkiewicz, America’s 
foremost optical painter, will be on display in The J.L. 
Hudson Gallery. Anuskiewicz will be in Detroit to introduce 
his show on April 7. 

The Detroit Artists Market exhibit featuring the works of 
llughie Lee-Smith, former well-know Detroit artist and 
currently artist-in-residence at Howard University. Ninety- 
eight arts will be represented in the Artists Market Show. 

* * * 

The Old Print Shop, comprising what is believed to be the 
largest private collection of old prints in this country, will 
open April 7 in a special constructed shop on the seventh floor 
of Hudson’s downtown store. The collection contains over two 
hundred thousand prints and is valued at seyeral million 
dollars. ! 

Included in the collection are the works of Audubon, 
Hogarth, Piranesi, Rowlandson, Weinmann and other fine 
artists and engravers. 

The subject matter includes architectural drawings of 
homes in Europe and the United States, American Civil War 
scenes. American Indians, botanical and animal drawings 
and old maps, some dating from the 15th century. 

Lithographs, etchings, aquatints and woodcusts are among 
the methods of reproduction represented. Some of the prints 
remain in their original book form. 

Most of the prints came from books which were housed in 
private libraries in Europe in the 18th and 19th centuries. The 
books, and their illustrative prints, were used in much the 
same way that we use magazines and newspapers - as 
dispensers of information. The prints were accurate 
representations of the subject matter depicted. 

Some were travel books about far away lands and people, 
others were text-book-like in their explicit drawings of 
animals and flowers. 

The collection, which includes unusual and valuable works, 
was offered to Hudson’s for sale to the public with the proviso 
that half the sale price of each work will be donated to 
medical research. 

The price range for individual prints is from $2 to $200. 
Most of the prints are priced under $50, which makes them 
readily accessible to many collectors. It is expected that 
works from the vast collection will be available for the next 
to to 20 years. 

Some 50.000 prints will be housed in the Old Print Shop at 
one time. Rotating exhibits drawn from the collection will be 
offered periodically. 

I ludson’s officals estimate it will take another two to three 
years to catalogue all the prints. Periodic catalogues will be 
available for people hoping to find a particular piece of work.

Eighteen paintings by Richard Anuszkiewicz, America’s 
foremost optical painter, will be on exhibit in the J.L. Hudson 
Gallery today through April 30. Anuszkiewicz will be in 
Detroit on today, to introduce his show. 

Anuszkiewicz is pershaps best known for a warm lyrical

quality evolving from a rigid lineal technique. While a 
student of Josef Albers at Yale University, Anuszkiewicz was 
exposed to the subtle effects of interrelated color and 
pictorical space. He reveals a perceptive use of color 
contrasts in many of his later works. 

I’he show includes paintings ranging in size from 12 inches 
square to 8 feet high. Each examines the delicate phenomena 
of color relationships in the color-saturated system whicle 
has been called optically dazzling.

Seeking the answer to the 
murders is Telly Savalas, a 
tough captain of the state 
police and Keenan Wynn, a 
crude local bull who moves in 
on the scene of one of the 
killings, in a school lavatory, 
and--when it is suggested to 
him that the knot of people 
around the murder stall might 
trample some evidence- 
growls “Stop trampling the 
evidence.” Savalas sends him 
out to direct traffic. 

The chief intrusion is 
Hudson’s pursuit of Angie 
Dickinson, a substitute 
teacher for whom Hudson 
devises a snare involving the 
student manager of the 


football team, engagingly 
played by a newcomer, John 
David Carson. If Carson has a 
problem it that’s he’s too 
easily aroused sexually, so 
Hudson suggests that his 
problem is the opposite and 
that Miss Dickinson can help. 

Assuming that nobody could 
take Roddy McDowall, the 
preposterous principal, 
seriously as a suspect, Carson 
is the only alternative to 
Hudson as a killer offered-- 
and he isn’t much of a 
substitute at that. 

The killings procede as 
subsequent ones cover up the 
first one until the big yawning 
climax. There is a tradition 
that reviews must never 
mention the name of the killer. 

S o neither will this one-but 
not because of tradition. But 
because, well, who cares?

When he leaves 
temporarily, she passes to the 
hands of Berisha, a folksy and 
rather stupid army man, 
played by Nehemiah Persoff 
as a rather benign father- 
figure who responds to Mrs. 
Pollifax’s messages and 
agrees to let her have a 
Christmas party because- 
“sniff’-she might not have 
another one. 


By now she has stolen 
enough loot to risk an escape, 
thanks to the unexpected aid 
of a patriotic colonel who 
conveniently turns up in time 
to look the other way. Farrell, 
the agent played by McGavin, 
until now filled with scorn and 
disbelief, whose sole 
contribution to date has been 
getting shot while trying to go 
over a wall, decides to go 
along. 

And so they slide down a 
mountain, pose as goatherds 
to reach a river and float down 
to safety when another 
Albanian decides to defect and 
overturns the launch chasing 
them.

A new nationwide volunteer 
organization called 
“Partnership for the Arts” 
has been organized with 
headquarters in Washington, 
D.C. Amyas Ames, chairman 
of Lincoln Center for the 
Performing Arts, is the 
chairman of the organization. 

The group was formed to 
call attention to the economic 
plight of the arts in this 
country and to urge citizens to 
write to congressmen to 
support full funding for the 
National Endowment for the 
Arts, the federal arts 
assistance agency. While 
Congress has been providing 
aid to the arts since 1966, in 
recent years, legislators have 
tended to actually appropriate 
smaller sums than are 
originally authorized. 

The Partnership is working 
on behalf of all the arts — 
museums, orchestras, dance 
companies, theatres, poets, 
and all creative artists and 
craftsmen. 

The Michigan “Partners” in 
this endeavor are Robert B. 
Semple, President of BASF 
Wyandotte Corp. and 
Presidenl of the Detroit 
Symphony; William M. Day 
President of the Founders 
Society of the Detroit Institute 
of Arls and retiring Chairman 
of the Board of Michigan Bell; 
and Mrs. J. Woodward Roe of 
East Lansing, a member of 
Ihe Chairman’s Advisory 
Committee of the Michigan 
Council for the Arts. 

As part of the nationwide 
Parlnership for the Arts 
effort, iwo area meetings of 
leaders of the arts in Michigan 
will be held on April 17, one in 
Bay City and Ihe other in 
Detroit. The purpose of the 
meeting will be to make plans 
for urging state and federal 
legislators to support the art 
appropriations bill. 

This year, $1000,000 of the 
National Endowment for the 
Arts will be given to the 
Detroit Symphony Orchestra, 
making possible many of the 
'programs which enrich the 
lives of people in the 
metropolitan Detroit area, 
particularly inner city 
programs and free outdoor 
concerts. The new Youth 
Orchestra is also part of the 
federal assisted program. 

Congress has authorized $30 
million for the year starting 
July 1, 1971 for the arts. 


President Nixon has stated 
that he approves of this 
funding. However, though 
Congress authorized $20 
million for the current fiscal 
year, only $15 million was 
funded by the Appropriations 
Committee. A similar cut 
could be made in the pending 
legislation and such a cut 
would constitute a serious 
blow to the arts in Michigan as 
well as the entire country. 

A letter writing campaign to 
the members of the House 
Appropriations Committee to 
ask for full funding — that the 
full $30 million be 
appropriated — is now under 
way in hundreds of 
communities.

Educators seeking to 
prevent reading failure 



Eighty concerned 
educators^IO teachers and 40 
paraprofessionals, teachers’ 
aides—from 12 Wayne County 
school districts are acquiring 
expertise in the area of 
reading failure prevention. 

Officially, the name of the 
project is Paraprofessional 
Training-R. “R” stands for 
Reading and more 
specifically: the prevention of 
reading failure. 

The project prepares 
teachers and aides to identify 
potential reading failures at 
the early primary level (K-3). 
Such early identification via 
extra instructional effort is 
necessary to prevent children 
from becoming reading 
failures through the in¬ 
structional guidance of Miss 
Dolores Olszewski. 

These 80 trainees are 
learning it is far better to 
prevent reading failure than 
at tempt to remedy the failures 
of pupils in the upper grades. 

“During our four-week 
training sessions, “Miss 
Olszewski explained, ‘‘we deal 
with both the theoretical and 
practical aspects of reading 
instruction. We always em¬ 
phasize the practical, day-to- 
day interactions between 
children and 
paraprofessionals. 

“A variety of reading ap¬ 
proaches are used, with 
special instruction given in the 
use of diagnostic materials 
and prescriptive lessons 
developed by the Intermediate 
District’s reading consultant, 
Dr. Rachel G. Brake,” con¬ 
cludes Miss Olszewski.

Glovinsky. 


Paraprofessional trainees 
receive a training stipend and 
college credit through Wayne 
Slate University. 

‘‘We expect,” said project 
director Dr. Arnold Glovin¬ 
sky, “that a number of 
paraprofessionals will see this 
program as the beginning of a 
career opportunity which will 
carry them all the way to 
certification as classroom 
teachers. 

“Most important, we 
believe that .trained reading 
aides can make a difference in 
the way children feel about 
themselves and how well they 
achieve in school.”

Fifty thousand persons 
suffered disabling injuries on

The increased public desire 
to improve environment and 
fight air pollution by planting 
trees, shrubs and flowering 
plants causes warning to be 
sounded against miracle plant 
con men and the miracle plant 
racket by Attorney General 
Frank J. Kelley, Director B. 
Dale Ball of the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture 
and the Michigan Association 
of Nurserymen. Plants give 
off oxygen and absorb carbon 
dioxide. 

Home gardeners are 
warned against high pressure 
salesmen and mail order 


advertisers using fancy 

names for ordinary shrubs 
and plants and making 
exaggerated claims for their 
plant material. 

Beware of glowing word 
descriptions and faked 
photographs of climbing vine 
peaches, giant climbing 
strawberries, 1,000 giant red 
roses on a single bush, 
flowering shade trees that 
grow roof high in a single 
year, etc. 

“All consumer complaints, 
including verbal 


misrepresentations are 
received by the Consumer 

Protection Division of the 
Attorney General’s office and 
appropriate action is taken, 
said Assistant Attorney 
General Edwin M. Bladen. “It 
is our experience that pur¬ 
chasers who deal with 
established local merchants 
can see what they are buying 
and are not mislead by 
photographs or lurid verbal 
pictures/’ 

“One cannot expect to get 
high quality stock at 


ridiculously low prices’’ said 
Dean F. Lovitt, chief of the 
plant industry division of the 
Dept, of Agriculture. “Pur¬ 
chasers should always 
demand a certificate of in¬ 
spection with thestock as their 
assurance that it has passed 
inspection for insects and 
disease. Local nurserymen 
usually are familiar with local 
conditions and the varieties 
likely to do well in an area, 
and their advice can be 
helpful,” he said. 


‘There are reliable mail 
order houses but their is no 

substitute for the expert 
service on selection, planting 
and care of the plant that your 
local nurseryman can give 
you” said MAN Executive 
Secretary Victor C. Beresford.

Thugs must 
be stopped

“Poor sports,” said the man next to me. “Those Detrouers 
are nothing but poor sports. They can’t take defeat.” 

Stunned with what was going on on the basketball court I 
didn't know what to say. 

I had seen similar incidents this year — at Adrian where 
after Ann Arbor Pioneers whipped Romuus for the regional 
high school basketball title and mayhem broke loose,-ending 
with two of the cagers suffering knife wounds, scores of 
Windows broken and other property damage which will take 
the taxpayers' monies to replace. 

And now, the most prestigious athletic event on the 
Michigan High School Athletic Association’s calendar, the 
finals of the Class A basketball tournament, was being turned 
into a sham by a group of rowdy fans who refused to accept 
the outcome of the game. 

Kettering, a heavy favorite to capture the titled, failed 
Saturday to stop a determined Flint Northern and lost the 
state “A title 79-78. Kettering players accepted the decision 
* gracefully - they even tried to control their own fans from 
coming on the floor but were met with swiming fists. 

How many were injured? Who knows. 

But the imprint left an indelible mark on those adults 
who saw that game. What if there were not enough police to 
control that crowd? What if Kettering’s players hadn’t tried 
to cool their fans — there is no doubt in my mind that the 
teenage thugs would have tom Crisler Arena and anyone who 
got in their way to shreds. 

And it comes down to this: either we quickly “shape up” or 
forget high school athletics. You've read it here once before, 
but, believe me, if the trend isn’tstopped soon, there WILL BE 
NO MORE HIGH SCHOOL ATHLETICS. 

Those of us who are old enough remember that prep sports 
were curtailed during World War II in order to channel our 
energies for the war. And prep sports can be curtailed if not 
completely eliminated today. With nearly all of the school 
districts going begging for money, none can afford the 
cosily repairs that these “dropouts” are causing. 

ThoughI don't believe in condemning a city, Detroit, as the 
fan did for the outburst Saturday night, I do believe each 
school must come up with some sort of policy of its own to 
prevent further incidences. 

Some will argue, we don’t need competitive sports. What 
has happened will happen again. 

I can’t agree. 

If ever there were a need of understanding it is now. 
Through these events high school students meet others whom 
if. not for sports, they would never had met. 

Some of my most pleasurable experiences in high school 
were those of people 1 became acquainted with through 
athletics. These friendships - in white as well as black 
communities - are perpetuated till this very day. 

Cut off the exchange and we truly will be a divided nation. 

Dave Court, the rookie basketball coach at Romulus, had 
something to say about that incident at Adrian. Here’s his 
message: 

“Although the incident which occurred in our last ball 
game somewhat marred our season, I would like to take this 
opportunity to remind basketball fans in the area that this 
should not be taken as a reflection on the entire student body. 

“Rather, it is the perpetuated act of one or two sick 
individuals. 

“I would like to congratulate the community of Romulus 
for the dedicated effort and support which was given to me 
and my staff this season. Our team .was extremely young and 
inexperienced, but through many hours of concentrated 
effort on their part, we were able to produce the finest 
Romulus team in years. 

‘The students and staff at Romulus lived and died with us 
through many of those one and two points games and the 
community on a whole became sold on our program which 
was so greatly appreciated. 

Again, thank you for supporting my staff and I.”

FEHER, an all-A student, 
broke all Harvey Marlatt’s 
school scoring records except 
one in leading Alpena to a 16-5 
record, which ended with 
eight point loss in the regionals 
to eventual champ Flint 
Northern. Marlatt isnowwith 
the Detroit Pistons. The 6-3 
junior needs only 200 points to 
eclipse Marlatt’s career 
mark. He averaged a 
phenominal 31 points a game, 
with 51 in one contest. Feher is 
also quarterback of the 
football team. 

KANG AS, a 6-4 forward, 
averaged 27 points a game and 
owns the Escanaba record of 
1,190 career points. He scored 
20 points or more in 22 con¬ 
secutive games and was in 
double figures the last 39 
games. Kangas was probably 
the best allaround player in 
the Upper Peninsula this 
season. 

DAVIS is Romulus’ first All- 
Stater. The 6-5 senior set a 
school scoring and rebounding 
record previously held by 
Shaler Halimon, now of the 
Port-land Trailblazers.

Commissioners 9 subcommittee 
probes alleged housing abuse 


Records of mortgage 
foreclosures by the Federal 
Housing Administration 
(FHA) will be recalled from 
Washington, D.C., as a special 
sub-committee of the Wayne 
County Board of Com¬ 
missioners pursues its in¬ 
vestigation of alleged abuse 
within the housing program. 

Meeting with both federal 
and county officials recently 
the five-member sub¬ 
committee announced, its 
investigative staff and asked 
an FHA official to make files 
available for their review. 

The subcommittee, jointly 1 
chaired by Commissioners 
Paul Silver and Rose Mary C. 
Robinson, is investigating a 
pattern of buying and selling 
of older homes in the inner 


city areas, a practice they 
charge is excessively 
profitable because of high 
FHA appraisals. 

Among those attending were 
representatives of social 
service or public agencies who 
pledged the full cooperation 
and assistance of their 
organizations. These include 
the Wayne County Board of 
Social Services, the Univer¬ 
sity of Detroit Center for 
Urban Law and Housing, the 
Wayne County neighborhood 
Legal Services, and the 
Detroit area Department 'of 
Housing and Urban 
Development. 


Appointed to the sub¬ 
committee’s investigative 
staff are Kenneth Brown and 
Adam 'Angelas, Respectively, 
from the. Criminal and Civil 
divisions of the Wayne County 
Office of prosecuting At¬ 
torney. To facilitate the 
review of tract index records, 
Commissioner Silver said that 
another staff member will 
be requested from the office 
the County Register of Deeds. 

Helen Theopilis, assistant to 
the Director of Detroit area 
HUD, said that her office will 
provide, as needed, any 
number of files from central 
record sources in Washington, 


D.C. She said that instances of 
3,500 foreclosures in 
metropolitan Detroit have 
been filed there in the past two 
years. 

The investigative procedure 
calls for these records to be 
correlated with material 
furnished by the local social 
service agencies which have 
researched complaints from 
the low-income families said 
to be the largest group vic¬ 
timized by the high ap¬ 
praisals. 


Ever wonder if those aging 
cans of food in your cupboard 
are still safe to eat ? If they are 
more than one year old, the 
safest thing is to toss them out, 
according to B. Dale Ball, 
director of the Michigan 
Department of Ariculture. 

What often appears to be a 
perfectly sealed container 
may have developed pin holes 
from rust, or from acid eating 
away at the can inside. 
Sometimes, even a scratch or 
a dent in a container can 
break the seal and allow air to 
enter. 

“When air seeps into the 
container, microbial action 
produces spoilage within a 
very short time,” Ronald M. 
Leach, Food Inspection chief, 
said. “If the ends of the can 
are swollen or bulged, it is a 
good indication the item has 
spoiled and is producing 
pressure on the container.” 

Some vegetables and fruits 
are high in acid content and 
have a much shorter shelf life 
than canned milk products or 
other processed foods. All 
canned foods should be stored 
in a dry place at a tem¬ 
perature of 70 degrees or less, 
Leach said.

Rotation of canned goods 
can prevent loss due to 
spoilage, Leach added. Fruit 
juices should be rotated every 
three to six months, and 
prepared foods every six 
months to one year.

Faust sets resolution 
for nursing home study 


State Senator William 
Faust (D-13th District) has 
announced the introduction of 
a resolution in the Michigan 
Senate calling for the 
establishment of a special 
advisory committee to the 
Senate Committee on Health, 
Social Services and 
Retirement for the purpose of 
conduct a study of nursing 
home facilities in Michigan. 

The special advisory 
committee would consist of a 
representative from the State 
Department of Public Health, 
a member from the nursing 
home administration, a 
member to represent the 
nursing home owners and a 
senior citizen who is or has 
been associated with nursing 
home care. 

The committee represen¬ 
tatives would be chosen by the 
Senate Committee on Health, 
Social Services and 
Retirement. 


In commenting on his 
resolution, Senator Faust 
remarked, “The time has 
certainly come for the 
Michigan Legislature to take 
dramatic steps to insure 
the quality of life for the many 
senior citizens in Michigan 
who, for one reason or 
another, live in nursing 
homes. These people are often 
relegated to ‘second class 
citizenship’ simply because 
society has chosen to forget, 
or ignore them.’’ 

“I believe that a special 
advisory committee, com¬ 
posed of individuals who are 
acquainted with existing 
problems in nursing homes, 
would make valuable 
recommendations which 
would prove to be of great 
assistance in resolving the 
controversy which has 
engulfed the nursing home 
industry in Michigan.” 

The special advisory 


committee would have the 
power of subpoena for wit¬ 
nesses, and would be em¬ 
powered to examine any books 
and records it deemed 
necessary to conduct its study. 
The members of the com¬ 
mittee would serve without 
compensation.

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Commissioners move on jail, transportation 


Steps have been taken on 
vital programs being designed 
for Wayne County jail system 
and creation of a mass rapid 
transit system for the Detroit 
Metropolitan area 
The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has approved 
a program for staffing, 
equipping and rehabilitating 
two barracks at the Detroit 
House of Correction t DeHoCo) 
for housing 150 Wayne County 
Jail prisoners. 


Through the fiscal year 1971 - 
72, the barracks program will 
cost $427,000. In addition, the 
board approved the 
reallocation of $ 1.5 million to 
allow money for specific 
improvements long needed at 
the present county jail. 

The board’s Law En¬ 
forcement and Public Safety 
Committee reported that the 
initial extra costs to begin the 
DeHoCo project were mainly 
due to the replacement em¬ 


ployes for those who will be 
transferred to DeHoCo; the 
purchase of uniforms and 
supplies for these new em¬ 
ployes; the need for training 
them; andthe anticipated 
change in food requirements 

An occupancy date of 
August 1 is projected. 

The renovation money 
allocation change came about 
because, at the time the 
current vear’s budget was 


adopted in October, the board 
decided that until the existing 
jail population was reduced to 
a certain extent, it would not 
be feasible to begin necessary 
alterations and renovations. 

Because of the delay in¬ 
volved, the board earmarked 
funds for changes at the jail 
but had not specifically 
allocated them. 

Concerning rapid transit, 
the board concurred with

ment Committee authorizing 
release of $87,500 to 
Southeastern Michigan 
Transportation Authority 
(SEMTA). 

The funds were budgeted in 
1970-71 but held pending 
review of contributions 
requested and received from 
other units of government. 

The committee was told that 
this appropriation will enable 
SEMTA to take full advantage 
of available matching federal 
funds and will be utilized — 
together with funds made 
available by the City of 
Detroit, which gave $158,000, 
Oakland County, about 
$124,000. and Washtenaw 
County, which gave $10,000 - 


for the purpose of conducting 
preliminary engineering of 
the Woodward Ave Corridor, 
which has been given priority 
by SEMTA. 

The commissioners voiced 
disagreement with SEMTA 
concerning only the priority of 
the Woodward Corridor. Some 
fell that efforts at servicing 
Western Wayne County should 
come first. 

Commissioner Paul Silver 
(D-llth District) was 
vehement in his conviction 
that the Woodward corridor 
will “destroy the inner city 
and the growth of Wayne 
County.” 

Commissioner Albert J. Zak 
(D- 81 I 1 District) also opposed 
the Woodward priority, 
staling that he thought 
transportation to the airport 
was of vital importance. 


Silver contended that at the 
time the board first approved 
allocations to SEMTA, no 
mention was made of the 
Woodward corridor getting 
prime consideration. 

He said that he and other 
commissioners were under 
the impression that westward 
corridors would be con¬ 
structed first. 

The majority of com¬ 
missioners seemed to feel, 
however, that rapid transit 
programs'should move ahead 
as rapidly as possible, without 
the question of priorities 
blocking way. Only Silver and 
Commissioner Rose Mary C. 


Robinson (D-17th District) 
voted against the 
authorization.
